Court affirms tbo decision bulow and adds its 
authority to maintain the doctrine involved iu 
tlie case. 
It was taken to tun Supremo Court 


for re-e.Titniiaalion. 
The question presented 


was, whether or not it was competent for Con- 
gress, under the constitution of the United 
States, to iniposo a lax upon the salary of a 
judicial ofiioer ol' a State. But ono judge dis- 
sented, JNI r. Justice Bradley, from this decision, 
and il is wortliy of remark that there Is, seldom, 
such an approach to unanimity of opinion in 
important decisions of the Supreme Court 
when involving the constitutional or political 
power of i,ue government. 


The argument of the Court is cogent and 


logical, and il would be hurd lo find in the judi- 
cial decisions of either the American or British 
conr.s <mo rendered in more terse, clear or 
boiler hiup-uagi!. 
The opinion waa delivered 


by Sir. Justice Nelson, whom we may well be 
proud of as a citizen of .Now York, and no 
doubt the credit of bolh tie liiitf composition 
and able coust'ituUoual argument is mainly 
due to him. 
The decision 
opens 
with, 


a reference to the restricted power of the 
States to lay a tax upon the constitutional 
moans omployed by the government of the 
Union to execute its constitutional powers. 
Here the language of the Chief Justice, in tho 
c-.ise of licCiiHoch vs. Maryland, is quoted, 
that ''if the States may tax one instrument 
employed bv the government in the execution 
of its poivers they may tax any and every 
other instrument. 
Tiiey may tax the mail, 


they may tax the mint, they may tax patent 
rights, they may tax judicial process, they 
may tux ail tuo means employed by the gov- 
ernment to an excess which would defeat all 
the ends of government." This, it is held, \vas 
not intended by the psople or constitution. 


The Court then proceeds in this decision to 


allow that the power of taxation by the States 
\vas not abridged by the grant of a similar 
power to the government of the Union; that 
it was retained by the States, and that tho 
power is to be concurrently exercised by the 
two governments; and, also, that there is no ex- 
press constitutional prohibition upon the States 
against taxing the means or inslrumsntalities 
of the general government. 
But it was hold, 


and, as the Court says, properly held, to be 
prohibited by necessary implication; otherwise 
the States might impose taxation 
to au 


extent that would impair, if not wholly de- 
feat, the operation of the federal authorities 
when acting in their appropriate spheres. The 
States, therefore, caanot t»x, upon a proper 
construction of tho constitution, the salary or 
emoluments of an officer of the United States 
government. It ia then argueil, by partly of 
reason, and as necessary to preserve the 
rights and functions of the government of the 
States, as well as those of the federal govern- 
ment, that the general government is pro- 
hibited from taxing the salary of the judicial 
officers of a State. The power to do so is not 
expressly granted to the United States, and, 
as the Court says, it is a familiar rule of con- 
struction of the constitution that the sovereign 
powers vested in tho State governments by 
their respective constitutions remain unal- 
tered and unimpaired, except so far as they 
are granted to the government of the United 
States. That the intention of the framers of 
the constitution in this respect might aot be 
misunderstood this rale of interpretation is 
expressly declared in the tenth article of the 
amendments:—"The powers not delegated to 
the United States are reserved to the States, 
respectively, or to the people." Ths general 
government and the States, although both 
exist within tha same territorial limits, are 
separate ana distinct sovereignties, acttn; 
separately and independently of each other, 
within their respective spheres. The former, 
ia its appropriate sphere, is supreme ; but the 
Siates within the limits of their powers not 
grafted, or, in the language of the amend- 
ments, "reserved," are as independent of the 
General government as that government within 
its sphere is independent of the States. 


Oae of the instrumentalities or means of the 


State governments belonging to them, and ne- 
cessary for their internal affairs, over which 
the federal 
Union has no power, is the 


judicial department, and the appointment 
of officers 
to admmistsr the 
laws. 
It 


13 held that for the sake of self-preservation 
of tho States and their rights, and to preserve 
unimpaired the functions of the State judiciary, 
the federal government has not the power or 
right to impose such a tax as the one ia ques- 
tion. If the tax could be imposed in one in- 
stance, or to any extent, the judiciary of a 
State might be taxed out of existence, just as 
the State banks were on the introduction of 
the National Bank act The power of the fede- 
ral authority once admitted in such a case, it 
would only depend upon the will of Congress 
to carry it to an unlimited extent. The beauty 
of our system of government is ia its checks 
and balances, and in the limitation of power 
under the constitution of federal authority, 
which has aUvays a natural tendency to 
encroach upon the reserved rights of the 
States. 


While we utterly repudiate the extreme 


State rights dogma of 
the old 
Southern 


secessionists and hold that supreme sove- 
reignty must rest in the national government; 
yes, while we maintain that in times of such a 
great crisis as we passed through in the war 
to preserve the Uiiiou exceptional arbitrary 


twar measures might be tolerated, we rejoice, 
and every right thinking citizen must rejoice, 
at a return to the fundamental principles of 
the government which keep tbe S'.ale and 
federal power moving in harmony within

There is 
but little change in tlie situation to record. A 
heavy lire 13 maintained against Forts d'f:;3.v 
and de Vavores, which reply in a very feel)!.; 
manner. They \vi!l s»on bo reduced to silence, 
for many of their guas have been dismounted 
and serious injury has been inflicted upon the 
works. 
Some thousands of the government 


troops have executed important movements on 
the north of Paris. A force had attempted to 
erosg the bnugo thrown over the Seine to 
Clichy, but were frustrated by the promptness 
of the insurgents. It is staled, from Paris that 
the refusal of the Germans to give up the forts 
they still hoid is regarded with great satisfac- 
tion by the Ci'mumnc. A formation of battalions 
of loyal National Guards at St. D.'iib if re- 
ported, and gendarmes aro becoming numer- 
ous there. 
Several arrests of Communists 


have taken place at. the outposts of V^r- 
satlles. 
Some fighting Had beun going on iu 


the direction of Baa Meuiion, tho insurgents 
losing heavily. 
One of the gunboats in the- 


service of the Commune had been disabled 
and was kept ufloal with much difficulty. 
The 


buttes of JMoatinarLrc are being heavily for- 
tified. It is acknowledged that the southern 
forts are badly damaged. 
Shells aro still 


falling within the city, and a great many peo- 
ple arc being kilicd and wonndod. 
The Com- 


munists report several minor successes, but 
not much reliance can be placed upon their 
assertions. 
Dissensions are 
breaking out 


among the members of the Commune. The 
last stand of the insurgents will be made 
in the 
Kucs Eivoli and 
de CasUglione, 


iu the immediate vicinity of the Place Ven- 
dome. The government is unable to p^y the 
first iintahuent of the indemnity lou^j since 
due. 
A despatch from Berlin of yesterday's 


date says that Prince Bismarck has instructed 
General Fa.briee to inform, the Commune that 
ia the event of any mishap to the Archbishop 
of Paris the Germans will probably interfere in 
the affairs of Paris in favor of the government. 
Tli« iihntr,, summary of news shows, we think, 
that if the surrender of the insurgents is much 
longer delayed the bombardment and assault 
will certainly be made. 
The thorough invest- 


ment of the city, the progress of the siege 
operations, the bombardment of the southern 
forts and povtions of the city, all continue 
with unabated vigor. The Communists are 
within the strong graap of the government , 
which mil only be tightened more and more 
until the insurrection is squeezed into surren- 
der. 
The government will soon cease to prac- 


tice forbearance, and we may hear of the com- 
mencement of the great movement against 
Paris at any moment. 


IHsra-eli and tho British £incifcr X>cmocracy. 


The British Honso of Commons was crowded 


with members during the session last night. 
The Cabinet "whips" were inexorable in the 
lobbies. Disraeli was to oppose the budget, 
and a Gladstone-Lowe circular called the sup- 
porters of the Miuislry to their places at 
an early hour. The Premier sought to cut 
the ground -from the oppositionists by stating 
almost 
immediately,

declaration contains in itself a grand conces- 
sion to the popular will. It was absolutely 
necessary. Disraeli had already observed the 
light of the British democracy. He has turned 
bis eyes toward it during some years past, as 
did his ancestors toward the pillar of flame, 
and his ears as did Moses to the voice from 
the burning bush. 
He prepared — perhaps 


he proposed — to lead John Bull proper to 
free lucifers aud popular glory. Hence the 
revenue concession of the Cabinet in favor of 
the masses. It remains to be seen which 
party will receive the sulphur plaudits and 
thanks of the multitude, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Lowe or ex-Chancellor and ex- 
Premier Diaraeli.

David A. Wells, is out in a very exhaustive 
but very readable article oa the financial 
question which is now occupying so many 
minds.

Tho Conl Troubles nnd tlac .Railroads. 
The cool indifference which the coal carry- 


ing railroad lines of Pennsylvania have ex- 
hibited all through the coal troubles ia a most 
exasperating evidence of their assured secu- 
rity and heartless tyranny. They have been 
alike unmoved by sympathy for suffering or 
fear of the law. 
They have openly violated 


the essential provisions of their charters, and 
presume to call upou the law to put down the 
strikers. They have raised their own. charges 
for freightage aearly four dollars per ton, and 
yet condemn and persecute the miners for 
asking an increase of a few cants upon their 
Wages. They have had no method in their 
madness, except methodical oppression; no 
consistency except consistent and continuous 
tyranny. 
The latest instance of putting the 


miaers to the torture is their complacent 
refusal to hold any conference with them.

"you may make it to our local agents." 


Governor Geary needs to press bis move- 


ment against these unruly powers. lie must 
not allow the quo warranty which he had 
issued some weeks ago to be forgotten or to 
fall to the ground, although the courts seem 
to have combined to defeat his purpose.

law as rigidly enforced against these law-de-

against the miners may yet suffice to blunt 
the power of what bids fair to'be the greatest 
despotism in free America. The miners have 
made a good fight in the interest of more com- 
munities than their own, and against a stronger 
coalition than trades unions have yet encoun- 
tered.

from any apprehension of trouble on that 
score. Some good people of the provinces 
still afford the theory encouragement, and ita 
agitation is quite likely to end ia its being 
submitted to the Joint High Commission for 
settlement, or else ia a petition to that body 
for a. removal of the heavy duty now imposed 
in our ports upon tbe saal products brought 
hither by Newfoundland ships.

period of one month jnst past, which is now 
arriving in the harbors of Newfoundland— 
sbc hundred thousand seals, estimated as worth 
forty million dollars—fully illustrates what a 
weallby placer the seal fisheries have proven 
to be, and indicates how important it is to 
have a satisfactory solution of all international 
questions concerning them.
